THE INTENTIONS ARE GOOD 


We are afraid that we have to disagree with 
the unanimous action of the Board of Selectmen 
Monday night, in voting to set up an informal 
employment agency in the Town Hall. 

The intentions are good. The agency would 
merely consist of a billboard available alike 
to would-be employer and would-be employee, and 
at first glance there is nothing to find fault 
with in a situation like that. 

But it is too close to a border line case of 
mixing-government and business. 

Wilmington doesn't have any employment a- 
gencies, true, so perhaps no toes would be 
stepped on at this time by the selectmen's 
action — 

But in establishing a billboard set-up the 
town is in effect stepping on private enter- 
prises toes, and discouraging anyone from set- 
ting up such an agency in Wilmington. 

f By way of an anology let us point to the ac- 
tions of the public schools, re their printing 
press. 

Students learn printing, or something about 
printing on this press. The temptation is often 
offered of doing a "little bit on the side" 
perhaps for a social club or non-profit organ- 
ization. 

But the School Department orders are very 
strict - Absolutely nothing is to be printed on 
the publicly owned press which might, in any 
way, seem to be stepping on the toes of private 
business. x 

And that is the right way. 


WHO OWNS THE ROAD? 


An interesting question for sidewalk lawyers 
to argue is: Who owns Ainsworth Road? 

The question comes up because the Water De- 
Partment is prepared to start laying water 
mains on Ainsworth Road within a few days, and 
we presume that utility poles will soon follow 
to supply power to the Insul Tab Company, now 
building at the end of the road. 

It will be remembered that when the road was 
accepted the Selectmen told the Town Meeting 
that the lady who owns the company would buy 
the old railroad right-of-way and present it to 
the town, and further that there would be re- 
latively no cost to the town.’ The town was also 
asked to vote in powers of Eminent Domain, in 
case the town had to take the road, but no mo- 
ney was appropriated for this purpose. The re- 
sult is that there is no power of

northeast of the present home. 

In the deed that registered 
the transfer from Sewell to 

Dummer a mill is mentioned, on 
Nod Mill Brook,Nod Mill - pro- 
bably the first built in what 
is now the Town of Wilmington. 

Nod Mill lasted until 1892, 
and was burned during that 
summer, in a fire that started 
about where Paul Niles now 
lives, and didn't end until it 
got to Lynnfield.’ 

It was a lumber mill, with’ 
an "Up and Down" saw, the last. 
of which is in the possession 
of Eddie Sargent, Superintend- 
ent of the Wilmington Water 
Department.’ 

The Up and Down saw was very 
slow - the saying was "Up to- 
day and Down tomorrow", but «@ 
good millhand could cut about 
20,000 feet of lumber in a day 
- avery long’ day of course. 

Many of the houses in North 
Wilmington have lumber in them 
that was cut in the Nod Mill, 
and the chances are that every 
home built during the 1700's 
in No. Wilmington was built 
almost exclusively of lumber 
from this mill. Jerry Doucette 
of Ballardvale Street, who 
built his own home about 1885 
used lumber that he had run 
personally through Nod Mill. 

But Nod Mill cut only boards 
and not timbers, or so the re- 
cords seem to show. The barn, 
for instance,of Alvin Richard- 
son,on Woburn Street, is built 
of boards cut at Nod Mill, and 
timbers cut at Clapps Mill, in 
South Wilmington. 

Clapp's Mill was probably 
built just before the Civil 
Wer, by Noah Clapp, and was 
practically on the Burlington- 
Wilmington line, in a part of 
the country known as The Gar- 
den of Eden. Mill Road, off 
Chestnut Street, leads to the 
ruins, which are still quite 
impressive. 

Noah, who lived on Mill Road 
about a quarter of a mile be- 
fore the Mill, had six daugh- 

\ ters. He moved to Oakland Cal- 
ifornia in the late 1880's, 
and the mill, for the last few 
years of its existance was run 
by members of the Butters and 
Miller families. One of the 
men in the Butters family lost 
an arm, about 1885, tamping 
an explosive charge, in work 
intended to heighten the mill 
dam. 

(The dam is still worth a 
visit today - but visitors 
should beware of poison ivy). 

Three other mills were in

existance in early Wilmington 
with a possibility that there 
were two more. 

In 1705 a man named Snow 
lived where Carl Connors lives 
on Middlesex Avenue, and he 
had a mill on Mill Brook, 
near by.’ His mill was upstream 
from Middlesex Avenue, as it 
is laid out today. 

Downstream a few feet, on 
the same brook, was a grist 
mill - not the first in Wil- 
mington, but the only one of 
which the millstones can be 
positively identified. 

The flagpole, on the Common 
stands in one of the survi- 
ving grist stones from this 
mill, and another is on a 
small piece of land adjacent 
to the home of Carl Connors. 

Grist mills, of course, were 
for the grinding of grain. 

About 1720 Deacon James 
Thompson, who lived at what is 
now 2 Main Street, the home of 
Mrs Helen Casey, built a grist 
mill on Lubbers Brook, near 
Glen Road, which operated for 
about 150 years, and was fi- 
nally torn down after 1900. 

The mill pond extended be- 
yond the present Main Street-— 
Lubbers Brook bridge. The dam 
was quite high, and the homes 
of Ernest Anderson and Almon 
Allard are on both ends of the 
dam - (giving those two men 
the unique opportunity of say- 
ing "No - Not by a damsite" 
and not be cussing.) 

There were, perhaps, two 
other mills in Wilmington ~but 
the writer has seen no written 
record to prove that mills 
were in existance at either 
site. 

Off Andover Street, and 
north of the new Highway Gar- 
age, in a vale in the woods, 
is a site that looks as if a 
mill once stood there - but 
there is no proof. 

Very little water flows down 
the stream - but sixty or 
seventy years ago, according 
to folk-lore, this was one of 
the "secret" places to catch 
trout, in Wilmington, - the 
men who went there being ex- 
tremely close-mouthed about it 

The other site, which does 
have extensive ruins, is be- 
tween the railroad and Route 
93, north of Grove Street, now 
Kilmarnock Street. 

An old canal can still be 
traced,at this site, and there 
are heavy foundation stones in 
place, for a mill - but there 
is no record of one ever hav- 
ing been there.
